Our Legislators 
Stand for Justice?

HE Sodal-Democrats in the legislature of the state of Wis¬ 
consin hare ofifered a resolution in both houses condemning 
the kidnaping of Moyer, Haynood and Pettibone. The So¬ 
cial-Demomts ask tile legislature to nieiaoriali« congreM to 

■Boicdiately insdtnte an investigation, as to this kidnaping of citizens 

by a simple “understanding” of two gwemors. ^ye want to know by 
what autiiority or through what influences the United States suprme 
court has set aside the constitution of the United States and the right 
of Habeas Corpus and has legalized this kidnaping? 

The resolution was referred to the committee on federal rela¬ 
tions. 


Wc hope it will be adopted. 

A careful readii^ of the resolution will show that it it eminenUy 
fair and just. The Social-Democrats and the working people of Wis¬ 
consin do not claim to decide whether Moyer, Haywo^ and Pettibone 
are guilty or not guilty. 

But wo do want them to get a fair and jtut trial. So far the>- 
have not had the protection of the law and of a civilized form of gov¬ 
ernment. By a conspiracy between Governor Gooding of Idaho and 
Governor McDonald of Colorado they were kidnaped from their 
homes in Denver and taken to Idaho. One would think that the 
whole affair happened in Morocco, where the inhabitants have no 
stated rirtts, and that the pasha of one district wanted to do the paslu 
of the other district a favor. Xotiiing of the kind was ever heard of in 
this country before. 

In England and in this country we have had the Habeas Corpus 
act since 1679. 


To explain to our readers the intent of the act: 

After the first English revolution and the death of Charles I. 
and the Commonwealth, and on account of the fearful reaction tliat 
followed during the reign of Cliarles 11, the English were anxious to 
ttcure their persons against arbitrary arrests "by order of the king.” 

This was provided for by tlie writ called "Habeas Corpus ad Sub¬ 
jiciendum," which is addressed to any {lerson, judge, or jailor, wlio 
detains another in custody, commanding him to produce the body of 
the prisoner and to state the day and the cause of the detention—and 
whether such arrest was made in accordance with tlie law. and whether 
Biere is sufficient cause to hold the prisoner. Every prisoner was de¬ 
clared to be entitled to this writ even in the vacations of the courts. 
Heavy penalties were enfpre^ on judges or jailors who refused pris¬ 
oners this right. 

The American yepublic inherited this great act from tlie £ng- 
Hsh constitutional monarchv. 


The kidnaping of Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone was a clear 
violation of the Habeas Corpus. 

And the suprane court, evidently governed by the same influences 
as the two gbVemors, has ratified this clearly unconstitutional ami il¬ 
legal procedure: 

Now, as I have said before, we do not claim to decide whether 
Moyer, Haywood-and .Pettibone are guilty or not guilty. But face to 
face with a trial of that kind, it is only natural that everybody 
•houM vay that are “not guilty." 


So much the more so because the evidence has clearly shown that 
the axecutfve odficers and judges of Colorado and Idaho art guilty. 

In the case of Colorado, this goes back to the time when the 
reius^ to obey the mandate of the people as 


legislature^ 


expressed tn flieir fefcreiidum given in ^vor of the eight-hour day. 

The Colorado supreme court at tliat time helped the bribers and 
conspirators. This kidnaping is therefore only a link in the chain of 
previous crimes. 

How can any one, on the face of this, believe Moyer, Haywood 
and Pettibone to be guilty? 

* * * 

And not only the governors Gooding and McDonald, but Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt has also played a miserable part in this case. 

Without any investigarion, or without giving them the benefit 
of the doubt, Roosevelt how also declared- thimi guilty before trial— 
■imply because his- wealthy minc-uwning friends in the west say to. 
And the president, of course, does not happen to associate with any 
mine workers. 

But supposing a man obnoxious to the meat trust slunild be go^ 
bled up through an understanding between the governors of Illinois 


and Kew Jersey upon the irfmped-up charge of having killed Mar¬ 
shall Field by feeding him "embalmed beef," and two l^Jcerton de¬ 
tectives should swear to this, would Theodore Roosevel*. believe him 
guilty? Roosevelt -should .believe Slim gittliy, how 

many other people would believe it, outside of a handful of rock-- 
ribbM trust magnates and big capitalists? 

The chaiwes against Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone have not 
much wort Msis. They, rest upon the statement of two private de¬ 
tectives, emi^yed by the mine owners' association. Owe of these 
“witnesses" is a convicted murderer. And the other is worse. 


Now this has created a great deal of bad blood among working¬ 
men, and rightly so. 

Yet we do not'want in any way to lose our heads about this mat- 


We will not ask our readers to kidnap capitalists in retaliation, 
and hide them in the great primeval forests of Kansas—as some of 
aur “friends" suggest. We do not even act a price on the head of 
Governor Taylor of Kentneky, who had nothing to do with the «•««<■ 
and ia 00 capiulist jitber, but is simply a politician in hard dreum- 
atancea. AH talk ei that land must simply bint thi 
western mine ewnen* association.

Until jrear a^ Falk was the se» 
retary of Ae Foundrymen’s Association of Milwuikee, a society ei^ 
isting for (he purpose of fighting Ae working people. His appoint¬ 
ment is a direct slap at the trades unions of Milwatiicee. 

F'irtbcnnore, ne appointed CoL William C. Brumder, anothef! 
millionaire's son .and pendent of the Germania Ftiblishing Co. In 
future the Germania is to advertise the "Boy Wonder” even more 
than In the past InddeirtaUy 1 will mention that Mr. Brumder is in¬ 
terested in Ac aty trcuaury, having a fat printing contract. I have my; 
doubts whether tms appointment Is legal.
